WASHINGTON — Anita Hill 
or Clarence Thomas could be ly- 
ing, or each could be telling the 
truth as they see it. Experts say 
there’s no way to know despite 
grueling hours of traumatic testi- 
mony before a Senate panel. 

“Tt’s a terrible problem,” says 
Dr. Richard Ratner, a forensic 
psychiatrist and professor at 
George Washington University. 
“If I were one of the senators, I’d 
be tearing my hair out.” 

“People are engaged in the 
rankest speculation looking for 
evidence, and it just isn’t there,” 
said Burt Neuborne, a New York 
University law professor and for- 
mer legal director of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. 

Senators are scheduled to vote 
Tuesday night on Thomas’ nomi- 
nation to the Supreme Court, af- 
ter an extraordinary week of 
drama, acrimony and passionate 
constituent outpourings on the 
dilemma. 

Lawyers and mental health 
professionals say it is impossible 
to tell whether Hill’s accusations 
of sexual harassment or Thomas’ 
categorical denials are truth, lies 
or something in between. 

What happened between the 
two nearly a decade ago may not 
be as black and white as the sto- 
ries they told the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee, the experts 
said.

Mideast peace conference likely 


PLO discusses with Jordan proposals for joint delegation

AMMAN, Jordan — In a move 
signaling a Mideast peace conference 
may be near, top PLO officials dis- 
cussed with Jordan on Monday pro- 
posals for forming a joint delegation 
in a bid to resolve major sticking 
points over Palestinian representa- 
tion at the talks. 

Secretary of State James A. Baker 
Ili said after a related meeting with 
King Hussein that “We will know 
within a reasonably short time if we 
will have an active peace process for 
thisregion.”" 

Hussein agreed, saying “I believe 
everything will become clear in a 
short space of time,” and “We hope to 
have results soon” from the dialogue 
with Palestinian leaders. 

The offstage role of Yassar Arafat’s 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
came into sharper focus as three of its 
executive committee members con- 
ferred with Jordanian counterparts 
on such unsettled issues as the chair- 


manship and size of the proposed joint 
delegation. 

Baker sought to assure Israel that 
the United States was not trying to 
set up a dialogue between Israel and 
the PLO. At the same time, the fact 
that top PLO officials had come to 
Amman to consult with Jordan, he 
said, “is not a surprising phe- 
nomenon.” 

“We are not negotiating with the 
PLO. We are talking about Palestini- 
ans from the territories,” Baker said 
Monday. 

Hussein affirmed that Jordan 
would attend the peace conference 
and participate in all its phases, in- 
cluding talks with Israel about the 
buildup of weapons in the region as 
well as Palestinian refugees. 

Baker is pushing against a late-Oc- 
tober deadline, as set by both the 
United States and the Soviet Union, 
for convening the peace conference. 

Baker hinted earlier in Cairo that 
even if the Palestinian issues are not 
settled soon, the two governments 


would issue invitations anyhow. 

“At some point ... we will have to 
issue invitations,” he said after hold- 
ing more than four hours of talks with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak. 
Other U.S. officials said the invita- 
tions would go out by next Monday. 

In order to avoid a direct Palestine 
Liberation Organization link to the 
peace conference, Baker has been 
meeting in Jerusalem with a group of 
Palestinians who maintain some dis- 
tance, in public, from the PLO. 

However, they are known to have 
PLO clearance, and PLO approval is 
regarded essential for the Palestini- 
ans to attend. 

Faisal Husseini, the spokesman 
and apparent head of the group that 
deals with Baker and his deputies, is a 
leading supporter of the PLO’s Fatah 
faction in the Israeli-held territories 
and has good connections with 
Arafat, the PLO chairman. 

Baker is scheduled to meet again 
with Husseini and the rest of the dele- 
gation in Jerusalem on Wednesday.

Friends and co-workers said BYU 
lost a model teacher and beloved 
friend with the death Monday of Mar- 
tin Hickman, political science profes- 
sor and former dean of the College of 
Family, Home and Social Sciences. 

Hickman died at the Utah Valley 
Medical Center at 4:08 p.m. after suf- 
fering a cardiac arrest, a hospital 
spokesman said. Hickman suffered 
the cardiae arrest in the political sci- 
ence offices on the seventh floor of 
Spencer W. Kimball Tower. 

Stan Taylor, chair of the Political 
Science Department, said, “Martin 
was a model for the entire faculty. I 
don’t know a more beloved faculty 
member and friend.” 

President Rex E. Lee said Hick- 
man was a true friend to everyone at 
the university who knew him. “We 
will all miss him, but his influence will 
be felt for decades to come,” Lee said. 

Hickman was born May 16, 1925, in 
Monticello. He received aB.S., M.A., 
and Ph.D. from the University of 
Utah and a Master of Public Adminis- 
tration from Harvard University. 

Hickman served with the U.S. In- 
fantry in the European theater of op- 
erations from 1944 to 1946. He served 
as a missionary in France for The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints from 1947 to 1949. Hickman is 
survived by his wife JoAnn, six 
daughters and six grandchildren. 
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Berlin police uncover child-selling ring 


BERLIN — Berlin police uncovered a criminal ring that bought or kid- 
napped young children to sell to childless couples, and officers found a “sales 
catalog” with the pictures of a dozen children. 

Police said most of the children were bought from their parents for up to 
$7,000 each, but at least two were kidnapped from refugee shelters in Ger- 
many. 

The ring also tried to buy children in Romania, which has a large number of 
orphans and has drawn a flood of foreigners seeking to adopt. 

News reports said the ring sold children to people in France and the 
Netherlands. 

Four people have been arrested and 13 others are under investigation. 
Police said an arrest warrant was being sought for Joseph Colombar, a 
44-year-old Parisian suspected of being the ringleader. 

Among those arrested was Ludovicus Basili, 42, a Dutch man of Romanian 
origin. 

Police said they found a 1-year-old boy and a 2-year-old girl last week in 
Basili’s trailer in Berlin. The boy had been kidnapped from a refugee shelter in 
Berlin, the girl from a center in Braunschweig, central Germany. 

Police said they had prevented the sale of two youngsters by their mothers, 
a Romanian and a Yugoslav living inthe German capital. 


Owens decries medical waste mailings 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah, says the discarded 
needles and medical waste once shipped to Murray City’s landfill gave a 
horrible meaning to the term “junk mail.” 

To prevent such practices, which have been halted at the Murray landfill, 
Owens has introduced a bill to restrict mailing of such wastes, according to a 
copyrighted story in the Deseret News. 

“The story began on the East Coast, where a business venture sold boxes — 
pre-addressed to Murray — to doctors and dentists. The boxes arrived in 
Murray loaded with medical waste, which was initially trucked out to the 
public landfill,” Owens told the House recently. 

“The waste was eventually barred from the landfill, but the boxes kept on 
arriving in the mail,” he said. “Lacking a legitimate disposal site, these 
medical wastes continue to be warehoused in the community of Murray.” 

Owens’ bill provides that wastes can only be mailed within the state they 
originated. 


Peace talks aren't working in El Salvador 


EL ROSARIO, El Salvador — Negotiators may herald breakthroughs in 
peace talks in New York or Mexico City, but the war looks different over the 
sights of an assault rifle in these contested hills northeast of the capital. 

For the past 18 months, leaders of the rightist government and the leftist 
guerrilla army have met throughout the hemisphere under U.N. auspices, 
trying to end 12 years of fratricidal conflict. 

Ina watershed round of peace talks last month at the United Nations in New 
York, both sides predicted that peace was at hand. 

But in the combat zone, officers and troops on both sides are skeptical of 
their enemy’s claims of good faith. 

The killing has escalated even as the latest round of peace talks got under 
way in Mexico on Saturday. In recent days, dozens of combatants have died in 
northern and eastern provinces and just north of San Salvador. 

Guerrillas in El] Rosario and government forces express only contempt and 
distrust for each other. 

The forces say they are willing to go on fighting for many more months or 
years.

Women engineers outnumbered

Women majoring in engineering 
fields at BYU find that although the 
academic demands are great, BYU is 
very supportive of their decision to 
pursue such career goals.

Abimelech, the governor of Gaza, is 
killed by Samson to avenge his people 
within the first 10 minutes of the op- 
era “Samson and Delilah.” 

Clayne Robison, BYU music pro- 
fessor, who plays Abimlech, said af- 
ter he is killed he reads in his dressing 
room until the curtain call. But Ro- 
bison has done more than just read a 
book as he has been on and off the 
opera stage. : 

Robison was born in Boise, Idaho. 
As a child he traveled with his father 
who was in the army in World War II, 
Robinson said. He then grew up in 
Boise, Idaho and Maryland. He also 
lived in New York City for a couple of 
years. 

. Robison finished high school in 

- Boise, Idaho. In 1956 he came to 
BYU. He began majoring in business 
and then changed to premed, Ro- 
bison said. 

Robison served a mission in Ger- 
many from 1958-61 before the Berlin 
Wall existed and could go in and out of 
East Germany freely, Robison said. 

Mission entertainment included go- 
ing to the Berlin State Opera in 
Berlin. They were able to get front 
row, center seats for 50 cents, Ro- 
bison said. 

After his mission he came back to 
BYU and decided to study law, Ro- 
bison said. He finished his undergrad- 
uate work in English and then ob- 
tained a law degree from Harvard. 

Robison practiced law in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., for a year. Then he came 
to BYU to work in a student recruit- 
ing program. At this time, he sang 
with the BYU opera. He also got mar- 
ried. 

After a year, Robison left BY U and 
worked for a management consulting 
firm in San Francisco, Calif.. He 
wanted to use his law training in a 
way he could be happy with it. How- 
ever, he did not enjoy working for the 
management consulting firm, 
Robison said. 

After working with the manage- 
ment consulting firm, he came back to 
BYU to get another undergraduate 
degree in voice. 

He also obtained a doctorate in or- 
chestral conducting and opera pro- 
duction from the University of Wash- 
ington. 

Robison began singing at age four. 
His mother told him that during the 
Christmas season he would sing a 
Christmas carol for each Christmas 
card the family received, Robison 
said. 

In seventh grade Robison sang ina 
boys’ glee club. His voice was just 
starting to change. He could sing 
higher than any soprano and lower 
than any bass, Robison said. He did 
not have voice lessons until age 18 at 
BYU. 

Robison has sung with many opera 
companies, including the Seattle Op- 
era, Portland Opera, Boston Opera 
Group, Western Opera Theater and 
the Utah Opera Company.

Michelle Free, a senior in chemical 
engineering said she found the BYU 
faculty and fellow students to be re- 
ally supportive of her decision to go 
into engineering. 

Free said during her freshman year 
at another school, she had one profes- 
sor that bluntly told her he did not like

“But for every teacher that tells me 
I can’t do it, there are two teachers 
that tell me I can,” Free said. 

Free said the attitude that women 
do not belong in engineering isn’t at 
BYU. “BYU really encourages you to 
keep going and lets you know that you 
can do it.”

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Watch Team 
patrols NYU, 
earns credit

NEW YORK — Twenty years ago, 
New York University students 
smoked grass and fought cops in 
Washington Square Park. Today, 
they’re working with the police to 
drive pot dealers from the park — and 
they’re earning academic credit in the 
process. 

Two dozen have enrolled in the 
Watch Team, an NYU course that 
dovetails with Police Commissioner 
Lee Brown’s enthusiasm for “commu- 
nity policing.” 

Armed with two-way radios and 
flashlights and wearing white wind- 
breakers with the words WATCH 
TEAM, students patrol the park 
three nights a week. 

Although they’re looking for 
wrongdoing in general, “We basically 
harass drug dealers,” says junior 
Evan McNeeley. 

“They've definitely helped make 
the park safer,” says Charles Camp- 
isi, Sixth Precinct commander. “Stu- 
dents feel safer walking to the library 
at night.” 

Washington Square Park, a haunt 
for bohemians from John Sloan to Bob 
Dylan, covers about eight square 
blocks amidst NYU’s campus in 
Greenwich Village. 

By day, it is a vibrant melange of 
tourists, students, families and mari- 
juana dealers; at night, the latter set 
the tone. 

“A lot of the time you feel unsafe, 
especially if the police aren’t around,” 
says Becky Goold, a Watch Team 
member who is studying psychology. 

After some trial patrols last spring, 
NYU offered a one-credit course this 
semester. The requirements: 30 
hours of patrol (one two-hour patrol a 
week); weekly classes and field trips 
to sites such as the morgue and cen- 
tral booking; and a paper or project at 
semester’s end. 

It is the first course of its kind in the 
city, and NYU officials say they know 
of no other like it anywhere. 

On patrol nights — Wednesday 
through Friday — students report to 
the NYU security office, where they 
pick up their equipment, don their 
jackets and link up with a police offi- 
cer, 

The students break into small 
groups; although they are always in 
radio contact with the security office, 
they are not necessarily accompanied 
by the officer at all times. 

Patrol members get a different 
kind of education. They’ve learned 
that “beat” is street slang for “fake.” 
The lanky drug dealer who hangs out 
near the fountain is named “Slim” and 
police suspect the one called “Knowl- 
edge” of having killed a man. 

McNeeley, who studies real estate, 
has come to appreciate the choreogra- 
phy of the drug deal, and to identify 
the spotters, walkers, dealers and 
customers. He’s also learned where 
dealers like to stash their wares; last 
week he found a bag of pot stuffed ina 
coffee container in a trash can. 

The team has been responsible for 
several arrests. One night, members 
saw aman hop into a car outside a deli 
and race away. Seconds later, the 
owner ran out, screaming. They ra- 
dioed a description of the car to police, 
who stopped it 20 blocks away and 
arrested the driver. 

Area residents have greeted the 
student patrollers, whom they call 
“the marshmallows” because of their 
jackets. 

“Everyone seems more involved,” 
says Tina Begleiter, a team member. 


Search continues 
after man held on 
murder charge flees

RICHFIELD — Officers were 
searching Sevier County Monday for 
a man who escaped from the jail 
where he was being held on a murder 
charge. 

Sheriff John L. Meacham blamed 
‘Jailer error” for the escape of 23- 
year-old Brett Allen Olsen, who fled 
at about 9:45 p.m. Sunday. 

Olsen was being held without bail 
on a murder charge stemming from a 
Sept. 7 stabbing death. 

More than 40 officers went door-to- 
door in Richfield neighborhoods alert- 
ing residents and looking for clues. 
Sheriff's Capt. Bud Larsen said a boy 
spotted the man late Sunday in a 
trailer outside a house about four 
blocks from the jail. 

“He scared the dickens out of the 
boy and then left,” Larsen said. The 
boy was unharmed. 

By Monday, the search had ex- 
panded to the entire county, and au- 
thorities throughout the state had 
been alerted. 

Larsen said Olsen is a native of 
Salina, where his parents still live, 
and was believed to still be in the 
area. 

Police did not believe Olsen was 
armed, but said he should be consid- 
ered dangerous. 

The 5-foot-11 Olsen was last seen 
wearing green coveralls and blue can- 
vas shoes. He has brown hair, weighs 
155 pounds and has hazel eyes. 

“He’s highly unpredictable,” 
Larsen said. “Most of the problems 
he’s gotten into (were related to) alco- 
hol.” 

Meacham said Olsen complained of 
a headache earlier Sunday evening. 
The guard opened his cell to give him 
aspirin and was overpowered. 

“He went over him, around him, 
through him,” the sheriff said. “It was 
jailer error.” 

Olsen was awaiting an Oct. 23 pre- 
liminary hearing on a charge stem- 
ming from the death of 32-year-old 
Paul Jensen, who was stabbed during 
a fight in Salina. 
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Kids design own ads 


against gang violence

A \TV spot 
against racism 
says the only 
times to sepa- 
rate colors are 
when sorting 
laundry and dis- 
tinguishing 
lights on a traffic 
signal. 

The messages 
are part ofa city- 
wide campaign 
against gangs 
and other social 
ills. And they 
were created by 
kids, not adver- 
tising execu- 
tives. 

“Kids are the 
experts because 
they know how 
to reach other kids,” said Mary 
Stibal, a vice president at Bronner 
Slosberg Humphrey, a Boston ad- 
vertising agency. 

At the firm’s invitation, more than 
100 members of Boston’s Boys & 
Girls Clubs dreamed up advertise- 
ments warning children about the 
dangers of the street. 

This month, the winning entries 
are appearing on radio, television, 
billboards, in newspapers and on 
dozens of buses and subway cars in 
Boston. 

“It’s better done by kids because if 
it’s someone their own age, they 
might listen,” said 11-year-old Tiana 
Brown, a member of the Roxbury 
Boys and Girls Club. 

Brown’s club, which won the com- 
petition with its “Stay in School- 
Stay out of Gangs” theme, based its 
ads on street talk, life at school and 
the daily threat of gang violence. 

“It was a subject that we knew 
lots about, something that wasn’t 
hard to talk about because we know 
what’s going on,” said team member 
Chanel Owens, 12. She said she re- 
cently witnessed a gang fight out- 
side the club.

Violence among youths, much of 
it blamed on gangs, has increased so 
much in Boston and other cities that 
some community leaders worry a 
generation of kids is growing numb 
to death. 

Nationwide, 
the number of 
youths under age 
18 who were mur- 
dered almost dou- 
bled between 
1985 and 1990, 
from 580 to 1,077, 
according to FBI 
statistics. 

“A sign that 
says, ‘Just Say 
No,’ that’s not go- 
ing to do it,” said 
Richard Ward, di- 
rector of the Rox- 
bury club. 

The Roxbury 
group’s radio spot 
pairs a teacher’s 
droning lecture 
with the 
monotonous read- 
ing of a gang member’s Miranda 
Rights warning. 

Its television commercial begins 
with close-ups of what could be a car 
tire and the narration, “Join a gang 
and get yo’self a fresh set o’ wheels.” 

Then the camera pulls back to re- 
veal that the tire is really a wheel on 
a morgue stretcher. 

The ads will run for at least a 
month in Boston and may serve as 
the model for a national ad competi- 
tion among kids, Stibal said. 

About 60 Bronner workers volun- 
teered to help the kids design the 
advertisements, encouraging the 
children to discuss problems in'their 
neighborhoods. 

“It wasn’t to teach kids advertis-

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Hospitals rediscover cloth diapers 


Cottonwood, LDS won't be pinned to environmental haza

They’re baaack! One of the early 
victims of the disposable society has 
made a return to acceptance — the 
cloth diaper. 

Cottonwood and LDS hospitals, 
which are the birthplaces of more 
than 6,000 babies each year, have dis- 
posed of disposable diapers. 

Cottonwood Hospital made the 
switch in January and the impact has 
been positive, said Marque Ball, 
R.N., head nurse of the Mother-Baby 
Suite at Cottonwood. 

“Parents are becoming. more con- 
scious of the environmental issue and 
the overall reception is a positive 
change — so to speak. The costs are 
comparable. Initially we thought 
there would be a greater cost in- 
volved in using a diaper service, but 
that has not proven to be the case,” 
Ball said. 

“The positive side is that the dia- 
pers are re-usable, there is a reduc- 
tion in time for the nurses because 
they don’t have to rinse out diapers 
and the disposal of waste is handled 
by the diaper service, so that cuts 
down even further the impact on land- 
fills,” Ball said. 

“When you consider that the two 
hospitals use between 11,000 to 
15,000 diapers a month, you can see 
that we’re making a considerable, 
positive impact on the environment,” 
said Virginia Jensen, R.N., head 
nurse of the maternal newborn unit at

Another problem with disposable 
diapers is the uncomfortable fact of 
diaper rash. Makers of disposables 
contend that parents simply don’t 
change their babies often enough. 

Consumer groups and cotton dia- 
per services say the rash can be 
caused by the chemicals in the paper 
pulp, lack of circulation common to 
plastic-enclosed diapers or ammonia 
burns from bacterial reaction to 
urine. One study even linked diaper 
rash with the development of aller- 
gies in adulthood.
